New Speed Limit’ ‘Qi 


Alberta Town 


Raising of the speed maximum from 
20 to 25 miles per hour in towns and 
villages iis provided for in a bill to 
amend tthe Motor Vehicles and High- 
way ‘Traffic act which is now before 
the Alberta legistature. [The measure 
is sponsored by Hon. E. C. Manning, 
Provincial Secretary. 

When explaining the bill to the 
bouse the minister said the purpose of 
the change ‘was to make it applicadvle 
to charges of reckless driving. So far 
as the speed limits. wene concerned, 
these were matters for regulation by 
municipal bylaw. 

When ‘a car was found! to hiave been 
travelling at a epeed of more than 25 
miles per hour in towns anid villages, 
this would be regarded as prima, faicie 
evidence of reckless driving, said Mr. 
Manning. 

Amother change im ‘the act is to pro- 
vide that a motor vehicle about to 
cross a main highway must come to 
a stop not less than 10 feet from the 
highway, in order to, ensure ‘greater 
safety. The bill as originally drafted 
provided for 30 feet but on the sug- 
gestion of officials of the Alberta Mo- 
tor Association, a change to 10 feet 
twas made by the minister and ap 
proved by the house. 

One of the objections to the 30 foot 
proposal was that the car would be 
too far back from the highway in 
some places for the driver to have a 
clear view. before proceeding: Over the 
crossing.
